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ABSTRACT 



This document provides an overview of important 



financial statistics for Pennsylvania community colleges from the 
time they began operation in 1964 through the last completed audit - x 
the colleges in 1983-84. The document is divided into eight major 
sections. Section I provides statewide institutional data for 1964-65 
to 1983-84 on reimbursements for basic operating costs and stipends, 
net operating costs, reimbursement per full-time equivalent (FTE) 
enrollments and average tuition charges. Section II presents 
systemwide data for 1964-65 to 1973-74 on FTE enrollments, state 
appropriations, net operating costs, capital costs, Bta* e 
reimbursements, revenue sources, and the book value of :.he physical 
plant. Section III provides the same data for the years 1974-75 to 
1983-84. Section IV examines FTE enrollments, net operating costs per 
FTE, state reimbursements for operations and for capital costs, and 
total capital costs by each college for the years 1964-65 through 

1973- 74, while section V offers the same data for the years 1974-75 
to 1983-84, as well as total enrollments and stipends by college, net 
reimbursable operating costs, and debt and rental service by college. 
Section VI compares budget and audit data, by system and college, for 

1974- 75 to 1983-84. Section VII compares reimbursement requests to 
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enrollments, operating reimbursements, and capital reimbursement. 
Section VIII consists of appendixes showing state reimbursements of 
operating basic, stipend, total and total/FTE by college for the 
years 1980-81 to 1983-84; comparisons of net and gross costs 
operating and capital for 1978-79 to 1983-84; and comparisons of 
capital requested versus capital reimbursed for the system for 
1981-82 to 1983-84. (JMC) 
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PREFACE 



This is a special, one-time, publication. It provides a quick overview of all the important financial statistics for the 
community colleges from the time they began operations in 1964 through the last completed PDE audit of the colleges in 1983-84. 

This historical information has been published, piecemeal, in previous "annual" publications. The information for the ten-year 
period of 1964-65 to 1973-/4 was last published in the Fourth Survey in 1984. This information is repeated again in this 
publication. The information for the second ten-year period, 1974-75 to 1982-83, was published in the 1986 publication. 
With the compilation of the 1983-84 data this ten-year period is now complete and can be published in this, the "final " form. 

Since this publication now contains the historical data for the twenty-year period, such historical information will not be 
published again in future annual publications. 

This publication will not be published again (until the "thirty-year" period is completed?) so we bound it with a haavy-duty 
cover so you can use it for years to come. 

The source for all this data is the audits done by PDE auditors of the colleges. We now have data for all the colleges on a 
comparable basis, the audits. 

There is a "flow" to the presentation of the data. First, there are some ovf-rview sheets which provide some key data for all 
twenty years on single tables. The next section provides selected data on a system basis, in ten-year segments, so you can 
quickly see the grand totals for all the colleges in one place. 

The next section provides the same data as section two, but this time on an individual college basis. This is the section that 
will probably be of most use to staff at the colleges. Here you can quickly see how the cost per student has changed over the 
years at your institution compared with others and other such comparisons. 

These first three sections provide the key information on the financing of the colleges over the twenty-year span of time. 

The next two sections highlight som^3 comparisons over the past years, first a comparison of original budgets and final audits 
and then comparisons of reimbursement requests and audits. 

This document provides information that is used almost daily at the state level as we respond to questions about community 
college financing. We think it may be useful to staff at the colleges also as they work with their budgets.
